Belle Glade:-Glades area 
farmers and farm-dependent- 
business operators - which 
includes just about everybody 
out here - want to know why 
the Seuth Florida Water Man- 
agement District can start 
trying to raise money for a 
massive Everglades cleanup 
project without being sure the 
project will work. 

More than 150 people - a 
standing room only crowd - 
overflowed the commission 
chamber at Belle Glade City 
Hall last Thursday afternoon. 
They were there for the op- 
portunity to face members of 
the District's funding council, 


five lucky folks appointed to 
figure out how to pay for the 
water'quality phase of the 
Everglades restoration project. 

Most speakers made fund- 
amentally the same points: 

1, The project won't work; 

2. We can't pay for it; 

3 If you try to make us pay, 
we'll go out of business; 

4. The entire Everglades 
Agricultural Area is dependent 
on sugar cane farming for its 
livelihood, and if the farms 
shut down, cities in the EAA 
will die. 1 

The meeting was billed as a 
chance for Glades area res- 
idents to find out how the 
District would try to pay for

"This is typical for this time

themselves behind a hedge at 
the front of the building and 
knocked a hole through the 
wall-to break in.

"We are making do," Iris

"House of Pain" demolished

The owner of a boarding 
house known as "The House of 
Pain" has agreed to let his 
building be demolished if he 
cannot bring it up to code in the 
next three months. 

Sonny Fowler, owner of the 
boarding house at 416 S.W. 
Avenue.B Place, agreed to the 
conditions set by the Belle 
Glade Commission Monday 
night, but has already violated 
one part of the bargain - he 
never made it to City Hall 
Tuesday to sign the agreement. 

City Manager  Lomax 
Harrelle had urged commis- 
sioners to have Mr. Fowler. sign 
a contract which says he must 
come up with plans and 
specifications to bring the 
building up to code and present 
evidence to the city commission 
that he has the funding to do 
the work. 

The contract also says that if 
Mr. Fowler does not hire an 
architect and secure funding for 
the repairs in 90 days, and give 
a written report every 30 days, 
the building will be demolished 
at his expense. 

Police raided the building in 
April and found drug para- 
phernalia and evidence the 
building was being used for 
prostitution. 

Neighbors complained to 
police in the spring that 
children as young as 10 and 11 


were being lured into the 
building for drugs and sex. 

Tenants received eviction 
notices" in July after tke 
building was labeled a 
"Dangerous Building" and a 
"Public Nuisance” by the city's 
Planning and Building depart- 
ment. 

The city boarded the building 
up and installed padlocks on all 
‘the doors at that time. 

Commissioner Harma Miller 
said she has been told that 
some of those padlocks have 
been knocked off and people are 
again sleeping in the building. 

"I've been calling the police 
and they have been doing a 
pretty good job of running them 
away," Mr. Fowler told the 
commissioners. 

He agreed to give.to the police 
chief a list of all employees who 
are legally allowed on the 
property. All others found there 
will be charged with tres- 
passing. 

The city's Dangerous 
Building Appraisal Board met 
October 26 and estimated it 
would cost Mr. Fowler $339,201 
to bring the building up to code. 
The building is appraised at 
$55,093. 

"I disagree with that figure," 
Mr. Fowler told the commission 
Monday night. "I think it would 
cost less." 

He estimated it would cost 
him $200,000 to repair the 
building and he said he has
